ALSTRIANS SHOOT 700
TALANSEN WS

(By Col. 'Plo, of the Itallan Army)

Austrian hatred of Ita'lans was
pever shown more strikingly than
on Mount Clmone two years ago,
when T00 of our men were ahot to
death after they had lald down their
arms and surrendered. They gave
up after belng surrounded on the
brink of a preciplee. They were ex-
terminated by rapid fire guns and
when tha fire ceased thoseé who wers
found still alive but wounded were
thrown into a deep ravine.

This massacre was perpotrated by
the fifth battalion of the 14th Infan-
try regiment. Captain Puteany, whq
gave the order, was decorated. In
December, 1915, many soldlers of
the Sescond Bosnlan regiment were
seen wearing the ears of wounded or
dead [talians pinned to thelr breasts.
They often ahot down our dlsarmed
prisonera. All these things are
abundantly atleated by evidence In
the hands of the Itallan general staff.

Pamsing to the Intermment campa
in ‘Austrls, they have been proved
to be without any hyglenle provi-
slons and are exposed to every kind
of epldemlic. Our prisoners are fore-
od to do the worat drudgery of a mil-
itary character. Thelr employment is
in tha first line under Incompestent
subaltren officers, usually men who
are disabled or exempt from duoty
for age. These men are Germans or
Magyars, rare)y Slava.

The
store bulldlng and contents were a
total loss, but $1,300 Insurance was
carried, through An agency repre-
sented by L. A. Launer of this clty,
